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Legal Happenings (Tnx to K2JF) 

FCC'S PRIVATE RADIO BUREAU PROPOSES TO CUT PERSONAL RADIO SERVICES 

FCC Chairman Fowler has sent to the Senate Appropriations Sub- 
committee on State, Justice and Commerce and to the Office of 
Management and Budget (OMB) the Commission's recommendations on 
just how they plan to live within their drastically reduced budget. 
Low priority functions and activities are being identified and 
"impact statements” prepared. From publicity coming out of 
Washington, it looks like the personal radio operator will shortly 
be fending for himself. As we said before, hobby radio has one of 
the lowest priorities at the FCC. 

Fowler said,"...we may get some help in the licensing area as 
a result of §.929, the Amateur Radio Service and Private Land Mobile 
Services Act of 1981, if it is ultimately enacted into law. Two 
provisions of that bill, as recently passed by the Senate are of 
particular interest in that regard. The proposed amendment to 
Section 301 of the Communications Act would eliminate the legis- 
lative requirement for licensing citizens band radios at Gettysburg 
and allow personnel involved to be reassigned to higher priority 
areas. In fact, I am proposing that we start saving those resources 
right now, in anticipation of final enactment of $.929, by declaring 
a Moratorium on CB license processing even before the final passage 
of the bili," 


The Private Radio Bureau projected a big saving by immediately 
discontinuing CB and remote control licensing, In addition, en- 
forcement, education, processing, and computer usage related to CB 
would "cease immediately" under the plan. The Bureau feels that it 
"would foresee no adverse impact unless we were later forced by 
court action to resume licensing activities in this service, Under 
current budgetary constraints we are prepared to take that risk at 
this time." Many, if not most, members of Congress feel that the 
hundreds of thousands of dollars it takes to license DBers is a 
waste since there are basically no requirements to obtain a CB 
license. In effect, the Commission is proposing to completely 
divorce itself from 11 meter operation. The service will still 
exist, but it will essentially be on its own, 

The PRB said that with 17 positions in the Compliance Division 
eliminated and 9 other positions transferred to the Rules Division, 
"CB enforcement would be eliminated and Amateur and Marine enforce- 
ment sharply curtailed." The Field Operations Bureau would deter- 
mine the amounts of violation fines ("forfeitures") instead of the 
Private Radio Bureau, The Commission has also suggested allowing 
the amateur community to do all of its own testing. Volunteer 
amateur radio operator administered examinations are a part of the 
pending (Barry Goldwater, K7UGA) §.929 bill. 

The following statement accompanied the Goldwater introduction 
of S$.929, “Amateur radio constitutes one of the best educational 
opportunities for America's youth and ohe of the most worthwhile 
pastimes for its elderly. The availability of federal funds to 
administer this service need not and should not be permitted to pre- 
clude amateur radio involvement for the young or elderly. Amateurs 
must be permitted, through voluntary efforts supervised by the FCC 
to supply the services, including examinations, to those who would 
benefit from them, as funds are not available to supply these 
services any longer. In that regard, the FCC must insure that there 
are no conflicts of interest in the preparation and administration 
of amateur examinations and that no one is treated unfairly.” 

It sort of looks like some changes are in store for us Soon! 

At this point they are proposals, But the Commission is deadly 
serious about implementing them unless the Congress comes across 
with more money. When Reagan promised to “get the government out 
of our private lives", he wasn’t Kidding.

Dear Dale, 


It has been some time since I have had any correspondance with you 
concerning my RFI legal action. In the recent appeal, to the Appellate 
Division, State Superior Court, State of New Jersey, the appeal was heard 
on September 14, 1981 at which time the case was presentei to a panel of 
three (3) judges. 

On September 25, 1981 9 ruling was issued in favor of the Township of 
Winslow, State of New Jersey. I have enclosed a copy of the ruling for 
your information. 


As you can se¢ by the letter from ny attorney, the next step would be 
the New Jersey Supreme Court, if they would agree to hear the case. I an 
not sure what recourse I would have if the Supreme Court of New Jersey re- 
fused to hear the case. 

I will be in touch with my attorney to start the preceedings for the 
supreme court, however, i am not sure I will be able to continue the fight. 
The last thing I want to do is back away from this legal confrontation if 
funding can be secured fer continuance of the matter. 

If you will advise me of the League's position, on both financial help 
as well as direct legal assistance from Robert Booth, it will greatly help 
me to make this decision. { have alreedy contacted the Ms. Airy VHF Club 
to ascertain the members positicn concerning continuing the case. I wili 
be soliciting opinions of other groups as well. Once my attorney has out- 
lined a fee schedule to me, and a determination has teen made as to support 
from the anateur population I will be in a better position has been made 
as to continuing on. 

As I mentioned above I am instructing ny attorney to file the certif- 
ication with the Supreme Court so as not to lose the right to appeal after 
October 14, 1031, I feel that the case can te droppec later if sufficient 
funding can not be attained, but if I wait for an assessment of funding to 
stsrt the proceedings tnen the 30 days period will 

To sum up my position en this matter I en willing to continue this 
fight until « victory is attained, providing adequate funding becomes ayail- 
able. Un fortunately, I do not have the rinancial resources: to go the dis- 
tance alone. «ith adequate support the case goes on; without, I stop here. 

A quick answer is not ext ted, nor do I feel it is needed since we 
have some tine once the certification is filed. I wiil advise you of any 
further developments as they happen.
